An Almost Superhuman Display of In- 


CPimity Kxeiclsed by a Convict to Get 
Out of 1'i-isoii—Working a Few Minutes 
at a Time for Over Two Years. 
A section of iron bar was cut from the 


cell door of Dave Paddock by that re- 
doubtable knight of the dark lantern 
.iiicl "jiminj" on'the occasion of his sen- 
sational escape from Joliet. Forever 
two years Paddock has schemed and 
\7orlacl to effect las purpose. He was 
sent up from Bock Island on an eight 
year term, and was placed at work in 
one of the shoeshopa, where during 
eyery minute of tho working hours in 
the shop he was constantly under the 
watchful eye of his keeper. 
There was 


not the least chance to plan an escape 
from the shop. But, not daunted at 
this, he determined to find some means 
of getting out of his cell at night. 


To fully appreciate the difficulty of 


cutting out of a cell it must be remem- 
bered tlr-it three- times every hour during 
the night, at irregular intervals, a guard 
wearing padded .slippers—called "sneak 
shoes" by the convicts—makes his rounds, 
peering into each cell to make sure that 
all are secure and in bed. Paddock first 
appropriated a couple of thin bladed shoe 
knives from his shop, and, concealing 
them from the guard, took them to his 
cell, \vhere, by using one as a file, he 
converted the other into a fine steel saw. 
Then by plow degrees he collected a large 
amount of shoe thread from the same 
shop, with which he braided the rope. 
All this required months of stealthful 
work, but in the course of time he had a 
slender, strong rope, fully fifty feet in 
length. This he kept carefully hidden in 
the mattress of his bed. 


Next he began sawing the bars on his 


door a little at a time. Night after night 
he watched for the passing of tho guard, 
and us soon as that official was beyond 
hearing distance he" would cut a little 
and then fill up the space with black 
wax, which he had also obtained from 
the shoeshop, so that tho prying eyes of 
the guard could not discover by daylight 
that the door had been tampered with. 
When the bar had been cut through he 
carefully wedged it back into place with 
small iron staples and hits of lead. 


_KEMAI;KABLE CLEVERNESS. 


He could now get outside of his cell, 


but the hardest work was yet to be done. 
His cell was located high up on the 
third tier, some sixty feet away from 
the tower door through which he hoped 
to make his way. Watching his chance, 
when the night guard was on the op- 
posite side of the block of cells, he re- 
moved the bar from his door, crawled 
through the opening, and with all the 
agility of a cat climbed down tho railing 
from tier to tier, ran across the corridor 
to tho tower door, and, with a piece of 
shoemaker's wax, took an impression of 
the lock, regaining his cell before the 
guard appeared on that side of the cell- 
house. 


By careful working he rnado i\ key out 


of lead pipe that a plumber had dropped 
near his workbench in the shop. Sev- 
eral trips from his cell to the tower door 
were made during the next few weeks 
before his key would fit, .and then it 
took him some time to get together 
euoxigh material to make a "dummy" to 
put in his bed to prevent his absence 
being discovered before he could get be- 
yond reach. On the very day that he 
intended to make his escape, while re- 
turning from the shop to his cell, he 
slipped upon an icy stairway and badly 
sprained his ankle. 
This almost dis- 


couraged him. His months of anxious 
toil had come to naught. His scheme 
would surely be discovered. After three 
weeks in the prison hospital he was sent 
bacK to work, and when he reached his 
cell that evening was overjoyed to find 
that his rope, key and "dummy" were 
fetlll safely concealed in the mattiess, 
ni9l everything as he had left it, 


ESCAPE AND CAPTURE. 


Another week elapsed before his ankle 


would permit his making the attempt. 
The night came, however, and along 
>ibout midnight he was safe inside the 
tower. A single iron bar still stood bo- 
tween him nnd freedom, aud it wouli} 
take long hours of hard work to cut 
through it. 
Jvsat ns daylight began to 


break the bar gave way. The rope now 
came into good use, and with its aid he 
Flipped down upon the prison lawn and 
hurried away to the woods that line the 
bluffs east of the prison. Here he found 
a tlackej; or underbrush where he lay 
hid all that day, and when darkness 
came again he got away, 


Hia absence was not discovered from 


prison until tho guard went to unlock 
his cell in the inoruinf?. Tins was with- 
out doubt the cleverest escape that had 
taken place at Joliet, and stamped Pad- 
dock as n genius. Extraordinary efforts 
were made for his recapture. Large 
rewards wero offered, and h's descrip- 
tion was cast broadcast. A year later it 
was discovered that Paddock had a mis- 
treas in Chicago. A watch was set on 
her house for several weeks, and sure 
enough ono night Paddock put in an ap- 
pearance. Captain Simon O'Donnell, of 
tho police department, had the place 
surrounded and tha daring convict vyis 
again in the toils. He was taken back 
Jo his aid quarters at the prison, where 
he finally completed his sentence, not, 
however, until he had tried several other 
schemes for escape, but he was too 
cloeely wafchec] to ever again succeed.— 
Joliet (His.) Letter,

This 
is an employment yliich has been highly 
recommended, and which a, number of 
ladies in this country as well as in Eng- 
land have adopted. Such a person visits 
ladies who from ill health or some other 
reason are unable to perform their do- 
mestic duties. She oversees the servants, 
inspects the stores and possibly under- 
takes shopping, marketing and the writ- 
Ing of notes, and she performs other 
offices which are of too confidential and 
responsible a nature for the ordinary 
servant to undertake. 


If she is a woman of energy, tact and 


health she can accomplish a great deal 
by visiting a number of families for 
about an hour a day. She may go so 
far as to employ assistants in marketing 
and shopping, whose work she is able to 
oversee with intelligence. She is paid 
for this work on even a better scale than 
a visiting governness, and if she is an 
able, efficient •woman in the items of in- 
specting stores and furnishing food at 
down town prices, she can easily save a 
family half her liberal remuneration. 


The institution of such a vocation is 


a great relief to many overburdened or 
ill or incapable housewives, and presents 
an excellent and lucrative field to women 
of efficiency and refinement. 
It is a 


place such as an elder sister might take, 
and such indeed as many elder and un- 
married sisters do take for no remunera- 
tion beyond ''love and affection,"—New 
York Tribune. 


"Tower of the Toiijtues." 


Our sftry of the Tower of Babel is 


known in Chaldean and Armenian tra- 
dition as "The Story of tho Tower of 
Tongues." It iaone of the earliest recol- 
lections of the Tigro-Euphrates ba^in, 
and is related by Berosus in the follow- 
ing manner:

The 
youthful prince loved beneatli his sta- 
tion, and finding that love could never 
be realized sought peace in the eternal 
silence of the grave.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

Electro-Meteorology.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., February 26.—Lasl 


week I gave f ireoasls of the storm wave 
dne to cross the continent from 22d to 
27th and tbe cool wave from 25th to 29ih. 
The next storm wav« will be due to reich 
the Paoiflo Coast about February 28'h, 
cross the RooUy Mountiiun by the close of 
the 29ib, the grnat central valli-ys from 
March 1 to 3, and tho E«:-t rn States about 
the 4th. 


This storm will have greatest force west 


of the Missouri river and will probably 
canse a bl'7,z>ird in Jvinntai a February 29th 
and a storm of considerable force further 
southeast about March 1st. Rough weather 
may be expected throughout tho Missouri 
vailoy about March 2d. 


This stotm will lose its force as it «nt«rs 


the Eastern States about March 31 and 
4th, but the etorm preceding it will be of 
considtralle force iu tho Northeast'.-rn 
Slates on Febrnnry 29tb. 


The 
cool wave moving eastward, will 


cross the Pacific slope and tbe Western 
mountains by the olode of March 1st, tbe 
great central valleys about March 3d, and 
the Eastern States about March 5ih. 


SEVERE STOBMS IS MABCH. 


I have oftin slated and will repeat that 


very severe storms will occr.r on this con- 
tinent during March. Western Europe his 
experienced the greatest (storms of 
the 


century during the past six months, and it 
is almost impossible for this country not 
to go through the sums experience during 
tbe next Bis months. 


Even othodox scientists have given warn- 


ing of the great disturbiiioes near at bund, 
because of tho great sun epota and cthor 
remarkable disturbances oovr apparent on 
the sue. Spots on the sun, they dfclart, 
cause an increase in the fores of ovtr earth 
Htorms through the agency of tliH eUctrioal 
forces. 


They also declare thai the prrihtlion of 


Jupiter causes a maximum cf euii spot* 
and an increase in the auroral displays. 
All this indicates that the men wlo have 
posed as the leaders in scientific) research 
are being forced to acknowledge the in- 
fluence of Iho planets on car earth, and 
that electiicity is the medium. 


DISKEOAKDINO CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


But ia claiming that Ban spots cause 


auroras and other earth disturbances, and 
that the perihelia of the planets cause sun 
spots, these great scientists wholly disre- 
gard all tbe laws of electricity and mag- 
netism, 


Jupiter ii now nbout 40,000,000 of miles 


nearer th» sun than it was six years ago, 
and, if we follow the laws of electricity, 
tkat would increase the electrical forces of 
the sun and earth, which in turn would 
increase the evaporation and cloudiness on 
the sun, thereby preventing san apot-i; 
therefore, the perihelia of the plaueta cm- 
not cauae son spots and Bun spots cannot 
cause earth disturbances. 


San BpoU must necessarily be of exactly 


the stitue nature at our bigb baromtter*, 
nnd our cold WBVCB, canning large areas of 
clear weather, correspond!! g to the large 
dark spots on the sun. • 


The faculse, or bright ipots on the stin 


are tbe s«m? as our low barometers where 
we have densely cloudy weather. 
What- 


ever causes our storm centers, our high 
&ud low barometers, our cold wavfs al-jo 
cause the sun spots, kud I assert without 
fear of successful contradiction, that it is 
the equinox of Jupiter and not bis peri- 
helion that causes the increase of a'irori.B 
and sun spot". 


ELBCTBO-MKTEOBOLoar. ' 


On tho nigbt of February 13th, when the 


grent aurora lighted 
up 
tbe northern 


heavens—al»o the regions of the soulh 
pole, no doubt, although we have no news 
[rom that part of the earth—Jupiter was 


ithin two degrees of bis equinox while he 


was fourteen degrees from his perihelion, 
therefore the electric Uusion of the sun 
was very great and only needed an outlt-t 
iu order to shock or eleetrfy the whole 
solnr system. 


The electrifying event occurred on tbe 


13th, when Venus passed 
the earth's 


equator and the rartb passed the equator 
of Mare, Any oce whu bag studied the 
nature of electrical currents in connection 
with revolving globes, will readily see the 
logic in these statements, 


But tbe difficulty- in tho way of orthodox 


scientists ia that they still consider the 
son as a burning body, instead of, as it 
really is, a body very much like the earth, 
with its seas, continents, mountains, vul 
leys, clouds and atornos, all affected by tbe 
very same lawj and in the aame m»nntr 
as are the various ports of onr earth.

Tbe Servant Glrla Talk Back. 


The plan of a number of well known 


ladies of the city to form an institution 
for the education of present and pro- 
spective servant girls in culinary art, 
needlework aud many other household 
accomplishments has beeu discussed in 
servant girl circles during the week, 
and judging from a communication re- 
ceived from a servant girl, the young 
women are not as enthusiastic over the 
proposition as many of the promoters oi 
the innovation would desire. The com- 
munication, a portion of which is used, 
expresses the sentiment of at least one 
household servant. 
It says: "They (the 


ladies) are seeking to solve a problem 
that they cannot. 
They had better use 


their money, if they had any to spare, in 
their own homes or for some charitabl 
purpose, where their kindness will be ap 
preciated. They may offer any induce- 
ment they like, but they will never get 
the better class of girls to co-operate 
with them. Any girl who honors and 
respects her mother will curry her teach- 
ings through life, aud will not be taught 
over again by these ladies. 
The average 


girl can teach them, more than they 
know. I think if they would only teach 
their daughters that which they propose 
to teach us they would reach the desired 
end more readily. They set themselves 
up to teach the working girls what they 
themselves don't know. They had bet- 
ter put their energies together to invent 
a machine that will do the work for 
them, aud thus find a means of escaping 
the annoyance of the 'queens of the 
kitchen.'" They can then set their little 
machine iu the corner -when its day's 
work is done. 
It will not demand any 


wages at the end of the mouth, it will 
not want an afternoon out every week 
and will not have beaux coming to see 
it. It will work all day and all night if 
yon wish it to. We working girls are 
called servants, but we are as independ- 
ent as those we work for, and, it geems, 
more so, judging from tho outcry of 
those poor unfortunates." — St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
